Easter Capital Is Interested and 
Willing to Come. 


The susiness Men's League will take the 
first s eps early next week toward securing 
for St. Louis an immense cotton factory. 

Overtures have already been made to 


Eastern capitalists who desire to establish 
a factory, and it is very likely that St. 
Louis’ claims will be favorably re arded. 

As stated exclusively in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, Messrs. Kennard and 
Prince of the Business Men's League went 
to New York two weeks agosto confer 
with capitalists who had expressed a de- 
sire to establish a cotton mill in the West. 
They waited on these gentlemen, and while 
nothing definite was done negotiations 
were opened which may result in the es- 
tablishing of the mill in KN. Louis. 

Mr. Kennard is still in New York. As 
soon as he returns steps will be taken to 
push the deal. 

Mr. Prince has returned and is enthu- 


siastic over the prospect for the new enter- 
prise. To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said: 

“Several weeks ago a prominent New 
York capitalist wrote to St. Louis request- 
ing that a representation of the city’s busi- 
ness interests come to New York to consult 
him about locating a cotton factory. 

“Mr. Kennard and I. went there and met 
the gentleman anda number of others, all 
of them interested in the same enterprise. 
We found that a company had not yet been 
formed. The gentlemen with whom we 
consulted are thoroughly acquainted with 
St. Louis and her resources and were much 
impressed with our arguments. 

“They promised to locate a $400,000 factory 
here on condition that St. Louis business 
men donate the site and subscribe for a 
portion of the stock. 

“We will do nothing in the matter until 
Mr. Kennard comes back. He is expected 
to return Monday. The Manufacturing 
Committee of the Business Men's League 
will meet and consider the proposition ear- 
ly next week, ‘ 

I have no doubt that we can raise $100,- 
000 including the site, and if we do that 
the factory will undoubtedly be built here. 

“Since my return to St. Louis I. have 
receiyed a letter from a New England cot- 
ton manufacturer who also d@ires to es- 
tablish a mill here. He is we to invest 
$600,000. I wrote to him advisin im of the 
other proposition and telling him what I 
believed it would be to the best interests 
of all concerned if he would combine with 
the New York gentlemen. I am still await- 
ing an answer. If he agrees to my propo- 
sition St. Louis may have a million-dollar 
cotton factory before another year rolls 
around.”

Majesty, which His Majesty 
wills that his august consort shall share, 
(by the grace of the Almighty) take place 
on the 26th of May. 

“By the present proclamation, therefore, 
this solemn act is announced to all the 
faithful subjects of His Majesty to the 
end that on this auspicious day they may 
send up to the King of Kings their most 
fervent prayers, and implore the Almighty 
One to extend the favor of His blessing to 
the rei of His Majesty, to the mainten- 
ance of peace and tranquility, to the very 
great glory of His holy name and to the 
unchanging weal of the Empire.“ 

This proclamation was printed on folio 
vellum, beautifully illuminated and adorned 
with the arms, monogram and insignia of 
the Emperor. Copies were scattered through 
the crowd and there was a wild scramble to 
Obtain possession of them.

The young man 
refused to see a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
but his sister, a tall, stately and handsome 
young woman, told the reporter there was 
really nothing in the row. 

My brother says that the fight, if it may 
be termed that,“ said Miss Robinson, was 
the result of a misunderstanding. Zanone 
thought my brother was jealous of him and 
taunted him with it when they met on the 
street. It made my brother angry and he 
called Zanone a liar. Then Zanone drew 
his pisto] and fired. And that’s all there is 
to it. Neither shot struck my brother. I 
do not know who the young woman in the 
case is and did not know that my brother 
was keeping company with anyone. He is

TUSCUMBIA, Mo., May 23.—Families are 
suffering great losses, for all the bottoms 
of the Osage are submerged, which. will 
entirely destroy the crops of all kinds. 
corn can be replanted, but wheat, oats and 
grass are a total loss. 

RIDGEWAY, III., May 23.—The farmers 
say wheat is nearly all blown down and the 
damage is very great. 


PLEASANTON, Kan., May 23.—The Ma- 
rais de Scygne River is two feet higher 
than was ever known in the bottoms for 
miles on either side and is driving the in- 
habitants of the lowlands from their houses. 


FORT SCOTT, Kan., May 23.—As the re- 
sult of a cloudburst in Coffey, Anderson and 
Linn Counties, many miles of railroad and 
thousands of acres of growing crops are 
under water. The entire road construction 
force of the Missouri Factific was called 
from this city to Garnet, on the Kansas, 
Nebraska and Dakota division, to replace 
two miles of washed-out track. It is report- 
ed that ten miles of track on that line are 
under water, the result of the heaviest 
storm ever known there, in which ten 
inches of water was precipitated. Country 
annie te railroads and farm houses are 
subinerged. On the Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis Railroad side tracks at Boise 
Court, in Linn County, freight cars are 
standing half covered with water and the 
main line runs just above the flood for fif- 
teen miles.

President McMath Referred Them to 
the Ways and Means Commit- 
tees of the Assembly.

The agitation for the improvement of 
King’s highway still goes on with a vigor 
that is destined to result in the material 
betterment, of this great roadway. 

Saturday the Street Committee of the 
Board of Public Improvements held another 


conference with representatives of the va- 
rious organizations and commercial bodies 
that have urged the improvement. 

Among those present were Robert Moore, 
representing, the Commercial Club; Henry 
T. Kent, Chairman of the several joint 
committees from a lar number o or- 

izations; William E. Guy, the Merchants 

change; O. H. Green and Dr. Charles D. 
Stevens, the Paint, Oil and Drug Club; 
—— Henry B. Lucas and Charles Es- 
penscheid, the L. A. W.; Charles A. Gibson, 
the Business Men's League, and P. J. Pauly. 
the Manufacturers’ Association. 

Mr. Moore was the first speaker. He said 
that all of the petitioning committees had 
scrupulously abstained from suggesting as 
to what kind or class of material-should be 
used in the improvement. To them it made 
but little difference whether the bed was of 
granite, macadam, asphalt or brick. What 
they wanted was a substantial improve- 
ment of some sort and as quickly as was 
practical. 

Mr. Kent said that it had been practically 
demonstrated that a bedway of granite, 
macadam and sereen made the best for 
wearing. But Missouri has such a variety” 
of hard stones it would be an easy matter 
to select a proper quality. 


President McMath said that he was sat- 
isfied that a granite surface was preferable. 

Mr. Milner said that his estimates were 
for Telford $7 and brick $8.12 per yard. 

Mr. McMath said that it was generally 
agreed that the improvement should be 
made, but the Board of Public Improve- 
ments had to consider the cost and it was 
a fact that the cost was more than the city 
could just now undertake.

financial difficulties and have made an as- 
signment for the benefit of their creditors.

wo or three exceptions, their dramatic un- 
pertakings have been most disastrous, and 
ave not only swallowed up all the great 
ins of the opera seasons, but have run 

e firm into such debt that they find them- 
#elves, as a firm of individuals, practically 
Stripped of every dollar that they owned. 

s crisis was precipitated by Mr. Abbey’s 
nt serious illness. The operatic af- 
airs, which were ‘highly successful, were 
rgely under Mr. Grau’s management, and, 
the season having been finish there was 
no trouble in that direction. The artists 
had been paid and had gone to Europe, and 
Most of them had been re-engaged for the 
Season. 

Mr. Schoeffel was mainly in control of the

HOUSE CONFEREES RECEDE, 
The President Will Appoint the Civil- 


lan Commissioners and Rights at 
Santa Menica Guarded 


WASHINGTON, D. c., May A. The con- 
ferees on the river and harbor bill have 
reached an agreement satisfactory to them- 
selves and to others, including Senator 
White, The harbor conferees agreed to re- 
cede from their opposition to Senate 
amendments for harbors at Santa Monica 
and San Pedro, provided the bill should 
be amended so as to render avoidable the 


appropyiatien for the inner harbor at Wil- 
mington on San Pedro Bay in case the 
commissioners provided for should decide 
upon San Pedro as the most avallable place 
for an outer harbor. This proposition was 
accepted and an amendment was made to 
the n Pedro item to the effect that no 
contracts should de entered into for the 
inner harbor at Wilmington until the tt 
missioners should report and not at all in 
case they should decide in favor of an out- 
er harbor at that place. 

The House conferees yielded their con- 
tention that the civilian commissioners 
should be named in the bill instead of be- 
ing appointed by the President, and agreed 
to the addition of the following proviso as 
an addition to the Santa Monica item: 

„Provided, however, that if the board 
hereby constituted, as in this act provided., 
shall determine in favor of the construc- 
tion of a breakwater at Port Los Angeles, 
no expenditure of any part of the money 
hereby appropriated shall be made, nor 
shall any contract for the construction of, 
such breakwater be entered into until the 
Southern Pacific company, or the owner or 
owners thereof, shall execute an agreement 
and file the same with the Secretary of 
War, that any railroad company or any 
corporation engaged in the business of 
transportation may share in the use of the 
pier now constructed at Port Los 
Angetes, and the approaches 
and tracks leading thereto, situated west- 
erly of the easterly entrance to Monica tun- 
nel, upon such just and equitable terms as 
may be agreed upon between the parties, 
and if they fail to agree then to be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War, and before 
any expenditure of the money hereby ap- 
propriated is made for the construction of 
a breakwater at Port Los Angeles, said 
Southern Pacific Company, or the owner of 
the track and approaches leading to said 
pier, shall execute an agreement and file 
the same with the Secretary of War. A 
railroad or transportation company or cor- 
poration desiring to construct a Wart or 
pier in Santa Monica Bay may for the pur- 
pose of approaching such wharf or pier and

She has my heart- 
felt sympathy end I would be glad to do 
what I could for her, but I do not see what 
I can accomplish individually, and I do not 
think that the Suffragists of this city or 
State are disposed to aid her because she is 
devoted to the cause. They may assist her 
as a Missouri woman, but not as a Suffra- 

st, and the reason is that they have Helped 

er time and again and she has not recipro-. 


cated. 

“Although she was identified with the 
Suffragist movement in Misouri, she never 
assisted in forwarding it, except that she 
aided in the arrangements for the National 
Convention held in St. Louis in 1878. She

II BOHLE RXPLAINS. 


But He Does Not Back Dewn in His 
Assertion About Feed Men. 


Louls Bohle has started in to make ex- 
planations of his aspersions on 75 per cent of 
the feed dealers of St. Louls. The Merchants’ 
Exchange is after him with a hot stick. This 
is what he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
on the subject: 

“I was talking to Mr. Diebel, casually, 
just as members do all over the floor every 
day, when Diebel said to me: 

“I understand that you have declared that 
you are going to bu ay" feed in Chicago 
or outside of St. Louis?’ 

“T told him that I was goin to buy it 
where I pleased. ‘Because, I, not in 

vou, don't be- 


any spirit ot anger, mind 
lieve that one-fourth of the St. Louis 
dealers are on the square.’ 

“Diebel and myself are good friends, and 
we were discussing the new rulé of the feed 
dealers, in which they undertake to force 
consumers to buy direct from feed dealers, 
and to establish and support middlemen. 

“In other words, the proposition is to 
make consumers pay two profits instead of 
one for their pe and, hay. and I say that 
is not fair and right. 

“I did not make any specific charge, but I 
have as much and as many rights on the 
floor of the Exchange, so long as I keep up 
my dues, as any other member, and I ve 
a right to express. my individual opinion 
about business methods there. What I said 
must have struck some people on a tender 


spot. 

“I will illustrate the new scheme of the 
Feed Dealers’ Association. It is this: A 
is a team or cattle owner and consumes 
feed stuffs by the car lots; B is a feed seller, 
and C is af commission man. Under 
tits new rule A can’t go to C and buy a car 
load of No. 2 white oats at 22 cents a bushel 
the market price quoted on Change, for 2 
is not allowed to gell him. But A must to 

„Who has bought the oats at 22 cents from 
C, and pay B 23 or A cents a bushel, just as 
the retail price may be, or whatever the re- 
tail dealers may combine to make it. 

“I insist that such a rule produces the 
rankest kind of a monopoly and that it is 
totally unfair, and that such a rule works 
to dishonestly make the consumer pay two 
profits where he should pay but one. 0 

“They can make the most of this if they 
want to. I have heard nothing about reso- 
lutions of censure or expulsion to be pre- 
ferred against me before the Directors of 
Change. 

“I have made a specific charge, it is true, 
generally, against a method of doing busi- 
ness by a class of men who are also mem- 
bers of the Exchange, but against no one 
personally. The cap seems tefit some peo- 
8 very tightly and they don't want to wear 
t. That's their lookout. 

‘A man has a right to say what he thinks 
and if he is not a coward he will do so. 
That is my style and I am willing to sub- 
mit to any fair-minded person that the rule 
ef the Feed Dealers’ Association is unjust 
and unfair to the consumers. 

“I was not the least angry while talking 
to Mr. Diebel and treated the matter solely 
from a business standpoint.”’
